Tho Most Eomrkabl'e 'Sis'hrft^r 
2lo1}1:er7 on S>mt&, 

\\\: jiublislicd lately a brief account of 
11 singular highway robbery perpetrated 
ill .Sierra County on J uuc 29th. The 
I >owuieville (Cal.) Mfxse»i/^-i- give.s fur- 
ther details, which sho\v.s that the 
transaction was one of tho coolest and 
lucst extraordinary over recorded. 
That paper give.s tho facts as foMow.s; 

As the fast freight wagon, driven by 
Sol. Uosaeau, having four jjassenger.'^, 
WU.S going towards hiorra ^'alley; a 
man was encountc'reii sitting in the 
roiul and looking towards Sierra Valley. 
The man did not appe.ir to notice the 
approach of the wagon until it wa.s 
close upon him, when ujion hearing 
.'tlfOattlo of the whcolsho turned, and 
thw passengers then saw, for tho lirst 
time, tliat he was masked and armed 
with a doublobarrelled shotgun. He 
iiiunt'diately brought his weapon to 
liear u])on them and ordered them to 
.• hold up their. hands, which they did. 

ACi-CrJiolding them that way until 
J they ■.got tired, one of them asked per 

• ■ iuisaon to put his hands down on his 
heud, which was granted, flo then 
ordered the driver to unhitch the team 
()<i}d;^iplt\ the .passengera to alight and 
helj) get the wagon out of the road. 
.\s it was a rocky place, the passengers 
were compelled to roll a good many 
rocks out of the way before it couUl be 
done. While engaged in this work, 
the gun of tho knight of thf road was 
accidentally discharged, for which con- 
tretemps he pro!n|itly and elaborately 
apologi::ed, stating that he did not want 
any of ili''ir money, but would havft to 
detain ilieiu until tho stages from 
Sierra- Valler came along, as that was 
the game ho wa.-i after. One of the 
passengera had §400, which he con- 
trived to dro)) in the wagon as he got 
out. After the wagon was in 
aueh a position that the stages could not 
paK^, he ranged his men in a line Ijy 
the side of the road, and took his pos- 
ition behind the squad. Soon the 
Sierra Valley stage, bound for Truckee, 
came along, G. Q. Buxton driving. 
Buxton thought that some joke was be 
Jng played, and inquired as to what was 
up. The robber replied, "Nevermind 
what's up : pass out Well;*, Fargo A- 
Co'a Express bo.\." Bu.xtou replied 
that h3 could not do it, .as it was fast. 
His four passengers were then ordered 
out and into position in line, with their 
hiinds on their fi^ails. Then he com 
munded Buxton to break open tho bo.x 
and hand him the contents which was 
done with dispatch. Soon after an 
other stage from the alley came along, 
driven'by A. Albee, with no passengers 
aboard. This driver was ordered to 
halt and throw up his hands, which he 
did, saying, " All right, Mr. good rob 

' ''ber, I'll do anything you tell nie, only 
so that f understand you." Soon after a 
lumber team came along. This driver 
WHS made to throw up his hands and 
turn his pockets inside out. The robber 
made no attempt to lake anything 
from tho men. When he had got 
through he ordered the men to go up 
the road a quater of a railo and then 
come back. The man that dropi)ed his 
money in the wagon told biin that he 
was lame and could not walk, and was 
allowed to get into the wagon. The 
- rest did as ordered, and when they re- 
turned Mr. robber was gone. Tlicre 
were several thousand dollars in the 
party, but not an arm of any descri[> 
tion. We omitted to mention that 
when the gun was discharged he coolly 
proceeded to load again, and not getting 
in shot enought to suit him, he took a 
handful of gravel from the road, put 
that in, and, placing his hand alongside 
the ramrod to show how In avy tlie load 
was, remarked : "You fellows see 
, that? If you behave yourselves you 
'are all right. If you don't, you will 
feel this.'! . For all this trouble he only 
got about ten dollars. A detective was 
in the valley this week looking for tho 
man. It was the boldest robbery that 
has ever occurred in this section.

phrases so incidental to a now country. 
Educated for the law ho clio.se upon hi.s 
arrival in this country tho more active 
and remunerative pursuit of farming 
and atockraising. His calling brought 
him in contact with all sorts and con- 
(iitions of wen, and ho has come to un- 
derstand the aspirations of this people 
thoroughly. Fie was a member of tho 
Legislative Council tliat fraimHl tho Art 
of Union with Canada, and ha.s been .'i 
moniber of tlio Canadian SfniUo the 
past ten yeur.s.

IIu may 
be prominent ia movements allccting 
the settlement of the country, the en- 
couragement of its industrial pursuits, 
the dissemination abroad of informa- 
tion respecting the resources of the) pro- 
vince;" ho may visit officially eVeVypart 
of the province,meeting and conversing 
with the people frequently, and he 
may, by .setting them an example of 
energy and industry, infuse life into tho 
existing ministers, who from their indo- 
lent habits seem to bo suCTering from 
au attack of political palsy. Quite re- 
cently the governor of the colony of 
Adelaide, Australia, delivered a cour.so 
of public lectures, taking for his theme 
the colonial resources. Governor Ken- 
nedy, of Queensland, is now in Mel- 
bourne where ho embraces the oppor 
tunity of every public gathering to 
which he is invited to e.\tol the capabil- 
ities of his colony; and a series of 
letters written by the governor of 
Washington Territory upon the resour- 
ces of thatseclion isnow runningthrour h 
the influential columns of tho New 
York Herald. Too much publicity can- 
not be given to the capabilities of tho 
country, and statements stamped with 
tho authorization of tho governor pos- 
sess much more weight than if tliey 
were to emanate from the pen or lips 
of anonymous or uuoiricial ])('rsons. It 
is because wo belii-vc that Mr. Corn- 
wall understands the country thorough- 
ly and that he will not hesitate — nay, 
will esteem it his greatest privilege — to 
uaehisextonsiveknowledgeaudinQuonce 
to advance every worthy interest, that 
wo hail his promotion with lively feel- 
ings of satisfaction.

EUKOPE.

Petersburg report that Russia is fust 
drifting into anarchy. The czixr still 
keeps himself a close prisoner ut Peti'r- 
hofl'. Occasionally when business on 
state atiaira requires his pre.sence at the 
capital he leaves bis fortress, enters St. 
Petersburg almost by stealth, and re 
turns as quietly. The new ministry 
under Ignatieff has abandoned promis- 
ed reforms and is crushing out by most 
autocratic and high-handed measures all 
efl'orta for a representative government 
and reconstruction of the municipal 
system on a broader and firmer basis. 
Peasants, although cro|is pi'oinise 
fairlv well, are in n terrible iiliglit.

Latterly, however, tho people living on 
tho southern part of tho island became 
dissatisQod at tho constant requisitions 
made upon thom for copra, and consider- 
itiLj KaVui'.-i Christianity too dear at the 
tlio price, they apo.statized. Kabu then 
preached a crusado against thein, ;ind 
armini; hiij followers, load tlieiii on in per- 
son, beatin<,' two clubs tiit,'elhcr and 
slioutiiif;, "Kill I Kill I" The carnage 
which followed is almost too horrible for 
belief, not less than a thousand men, 
w omen and children having been indis- 
criminately mass.acred. Tho most atroci- 
ou.-i enormities woro practiced on thoir 
victims by tho victorious party, and after 
tho general slaughter tho wounded wero 
coUoctod together, piled ono on top of 
another, and tho roof of an old house 
placed over thom, which the miscreant 
kabu fired with his own hand. When 
tho Elizabeth was at the island the beach 
was still strown with tho docompoainx 
bodios of mon, women and children, but 
the archfiend in tho transaction had been 
taken to Honolulu in the .Hawaiian ves- 
sel Stormbird, to answer for his almost 
incredible crime.

Nearly all the business citizens of Sitka 
liuvQ removed their goods to Harri.sburg. 

Tho Californiii broke hor cylindor head 
iieiir Peril Straits and procoodod aftui- u 
abort delay with one oiigino and arrived 
lit flnrrisburg on tho 11th inat. She wont 
to the new wharf, which in now completed 
and/Ui certainly one of the best north of 
Portland. 

Very little work has been done on tlie 
ledges, hut tho prospects look better than 
ever, the ledges showing up well and 
have every appearance of being solid and 
permanent. The placer mines are all p.iy- 
mg wages, from §3 to 85 per day to the 
ihandt' (and some yield handsomely.

Tho citizens of Har- 
risbunj have issued ttcall for a convention 
tor tho purpose of sending a roprosenta- 
five to \V.%ahin£rton, who will bo instruct- 
ed to urge upon the government the no- 
coasity and need for tho ostablishmoiit 
some form of territorial government and 
laws for the regulation and settlement of 
disputes growing out of the conflicting in- 
terests in mining and other property. 
There is great complaint because tho gov- 
ernment has made delay in establishing a 
mail service at Harrisburg ia accurJanco 
with the petition forwarded last February. 
Two-thirds of the people of South-eastern

RAILWAY TRAIN. 



THE CONDUCTOR AND A PASSENGER 
KILLED. 

Escaps of the Bobhers. 

KA..NS.VS Gu v, July 16 - A train robbery 
occurred to-night on tho Rock Island road 
at Winston station. When a train which 
loft this city to-night in c!iar'.;e of Con- 
ductor Wcstfall reached that point at 
9:30 a gang of desperadoes appeared at 
tho aide of tho track. The cars were 
boarded, tho conductor und a passoiigor 
were killed and tho express safe robbed. 
Two of the robbers got on the front end 
of tho baggago car nest to the engine, 
throe more in the smoker, and two on tho 
platform between tho b.aggago car and 
smoker. There ^\ ere Moven in all. Con- 
ductor Westfall had pa.sscd nearly through 
tlie Hinokiag car when ho was shot, one 
ball passingcloan through his body. Ho 
staggered out on the platform of the car 
and fell into tho ditch. Thos. McClen- 
nan or .McCougli, a stuno-ciitter, Viasshot 
through the head .and also fell oil' tho car 
and was found by the side of the dead 
conductor. \Vhon the robbers entered 
the ospreas car, Chas. Murray, the mes- 
Hongor, was looking over some of his pa- 
pers, and Frank Stamfoer, baggagoman, 
was sitting in the car door. Both the 
men were immediatoly cov.'reil with re- 
volvers, and v.hon iSIuiTay objected to 
handing over the keys he was knocked 
ilown. It was thought there w.xs about 
§15,000 in the safe, but tho ox.ict amount 
is not known. Tim shcrifl" was notified 
of tho robbery as soon ns possible and ho 
immediately started in pursuit with a 
posse <.if about .sixty men, but at thin writ- 
ing n(j tidings have boon received. It is 
thought that ho has svortaken tho rob- 
boiT. Great excitoiuont prevails in this 
neighborhood and the whole community 
is much agitatoil over the event. 

Kans.as Cn v, .July 17.^ — There is e e.i 
siderable evidence to show that the tram 
robbery on Ruck Island last evening was 
done by the notorious James gang, and it 
may bo proved tliat one or botli tho James 
boys were present with the gang, .^inong 
tho horses used by tho robbers tii their 
escape wore five thoroughbred animals in 
the best condition for tho work, Tho 
horses were hitched to a fence about 50 
rods from tlu! Winston station, where tho 
follow ing letter \s ii.s found to-day, 

K.\.Nsvs City, .luly 12. 

Uliarlio: 1 got your letter to-day and 
was glad to hear that you had got every- 
thing ready in time for the 15th. N\'n 
will 1)0 on hand at that time. Bill will 
be with 11,1, We iviU be on tho train, 
don't fear, will Ijc in tho smoker at 
Winston. Have hoi-se.T and boys in good 
fix for fast work. We will make this 
point again on tho night of 16th. All is 
right hero. Frank will meet us at Cam- 
eron. Look sharp and be well fixed. 
Have horses well girtod, for they Uiay 
have .some niiuung lo do. Don't get ex- 
cited, but keep cool till the right time. 
Wilcox or Wilcotl will be on the engine. 
I think be^t to send tho kiddor. Yours 
till and through death and stick. 

The letter was found in undorbrush, 
ami bears evidence of having been carried 
for some lime in a pocket. Tho people 
of Winston and vicinity who know tho 
James boys and most of the comrades 
they have hud in the past, say they have 
no doubt that this was some of tho lot. 
OfRcers of the United .States Express Co. 
refuse to iiaino the amount of money 
taken from the safe, but say that thoy 
think ^^15,000 too high. Conductor 
Purple, uf tlio Hannibal railway, passed 
through Cameron with a train last night. 
Ho says that Wostfall was shot while his 
back was turned to the assssain, and thai 
McLollan, stone mason, was shot because 
he, seeing the intention of tho robber, 
a. teiriiited to cut him down with a stono 
trowel, the only weapon at hand.

youthof the city enjoy its spacious levels 
with base-ball, foot-ball, cricket and 
other athletic exercise. 

There arc other charming sports to 
which allusion might well Ijr ina(lo,but 
fertile po.sposes of the article it iiiusl 
suffice to stale that the neighborhood 
abounds in interesting features. Tiic 
largo number of fine residences erected 
testify that tho placo is appreciated by 
those who live there, and that they 
have every intention of making it their 
permanent home.
